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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on 10/4/2008 has been entered with cancelled 
claims 13-19 and no claims have been amended or added. In this Office Action, 
claims 1, 4-12 and 22-27 are pending. 

Reasons for allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

• Prior art of record does not appear to teach or suggest or render obvious 
the claimed limitations in combination with the specific added limitations 
as recited in independent claims 1 and 22. The prior art of record fails to 
teach or suggest in combination of claimed elements including "the first 
interval vector comprising at least two-intervals of versions, each interval 
having an upper bound and a lower bound, and the first interval vector 
comprising at least one gap in versions between two intervals." 

• Peng (US Patent 6,317,754) teaches a universal system is provided for 
synchronizing servers which accommodates wide area mobile computing 
while at the same time making the process more efficient. Cox et al. 
("Communication Timestamps for File System Synchronization", Harvard 
University, 2001) teaches as sharing files between systems requires 
propagation of changes to the other systems by some synchronization 
method. One solution is to avoid the need for synchronization, keeping all 
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files on one system and accessing them via a network file service or 
remote Login sessions. 
• Applicant's argument filed on 12/22/2006 on page 1 1 , para. One is 
persuasive and valid and based on it Examiner indicated in the second 
non-Final Office Action mailed on 4/4/2007 as "Claims 1,4-12, and 22-27 
are allowed." Based on Examiner statement, Applicant retained only 
claims 1,4-12, and 22-27 and cancelled rest of claims.
